COUNCIL moneymen have out¬ 
lined town hall spending plans for 
their £380 million annual budget 
and promised to “benefit everyone 
in Medway”. 

The budget includes £700,000 on providing 
more car-parking places in Chatham, Strood 
and Gillingham; £200,000 on more youth facil¬ 
ities; and £100,000 on pothole repairs. 

Nearly £150,000 will be spent on staging fes¬ 
tivals across the towns, while the same 
amount will be invested in allotments. 

Medway Council deputy leader and finance 
boss Alan Jarrett said: “This is a sustainable 
budget in a challenging economic climate, but 
which builds on the excellent policies that the 
Conservatives have introduced in Medway” 

Proud 

The 2010/11 financial year budget was 
revealed on Thursday, February 25, along with 
next year’s council tax rates, which have gone 
up by 2.45 per cent. 

The increase means residents living in an 
average band D property will pay £1,119.15 - 
up £130 on the 2009/2010 figure. 

Cllr Jarrett said he was proud to be able to 
deliver the lowest council tax increase in Kent. 

“Year on year we deliver a budget that allows 
us to set council tax for homeowners at less 
than other councils and we have done it again 
by delivering a budget for all,” he said. 

“We have managed to do this while ensuring

CONTRACTORS have 
begun chopping down more 
than a dozen horse chestnut 
trees to make way for a new 
town centre bus terminal. 

Work began at The Paddock, 
Chatham, last week. A total of 18 
trees are to be cut down in The 
Paddock and the neighbouring 
Riverside Gardens after local pres¬ 
sure groups and associations failed 
in their bid to save them. 

Medway Green Party’s Paul 
Cumming-Benson said: “Action like 
this is usually reserved for dying and 
diseased trees. Medway Council has 
made an exception, by sentencing 18 
healthy, mature, well-loved trees to 
death. Trees are in the frontline and 
once they are gone, green space can 
easily be taken over and developed.” 

An Open Spaces Society official 
said: “Tins central Chatham gem is 
the only notable green space which 
gives relief from the dense urban 
complex of bricks and mortar and 
glass. 

“The site is special for people pass¬ 
ing through, who are sheltered from 
the sun by trees which are of size to 
feature as monuments in them¬ 
selves.” 

Frindsbury and Wainscott 
Community Association also hit out 
at the decision to chop the trees 
down. A spokesman said: “We regret 
wholeheartedly the ignoring of public 
opinion in this matter.” 

The bus terminal proposals were 
approved by Medway Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee last month, paving 
the way for work to start on the 
Globe Lane development. 

The approval came after years of 
deliberation, confusion and opposi¬ 
tion to the location, size, design and 
environmental impact of the plans. 


Original plans for the bus station 
would have seen more than 30 trees 
felled. 

Medway Council leader Cllr 
Rodney Chambers said he was 
delighted the application had finally 
been approved. 

He said: “This is very important to 
Chatham’s future. In the years 
ahead, Chatham centre and the 
waterfront will see huge benefits 
from Medway’s programme of regen¬ 
eration - new homes, shops, cafes, 
bars, parkland and public squares. 

“But infrastructure improvements 
have to come first. We have to pave 
the way for investment and econom¬ 
ic growth. That’s why Chatham’s 
road system is being remodelled, 
improving traffic flow. That’s why 
we’re investing heavily in the retail 
environment. 

“And it’s why Chatham is getting 
one of the best bus stations in 
Britain; boosting the efficiency, 
appeal and future capacity of public 
transport in Medway.” 


The new terminal will replace the 
1970s-built station inside the 
Pentagon centre. 

It will operate using ‘real-time’ 
travel information. Buses fitted with 
global positioning systems (GPS) will 
be tracked to provide passengers 
with up to the minute arrival and 
departure times on display boards, 
backed by verbal announcements. 

Plans include three public toilets at 
the station, including one with access 
for people with disabilities, and auto¬ 
mated public toilets next to the site. 

There will be a travel information 
centre and the White House on 
Riverside Gardens will be refur¬ 
bished as a base for bus drivers. 

Regeneration boss Robin Cooper 
said: “We can say goodbye to one of 
the worst bus stations in Britain at 
the Pentagon and provide a welcom¬ 
ing experience for the 60,000 passen¬ 
gers a week who get on and off buses 
in Chatham. 

“This is very good news for the bus 
travellers of Medway.”

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Greens back campaign 
against the fly-tippers

YOURMEDWAYs crusade against 
fly-tippers has gained huge support 
during the past week - including 
from Medway council and green 
campaigners. 

Kent Green Party has put its weight behind 
our campaign which aims to tackle the “inexcus¬ 
able” and illegal dumping of waste. 

Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: “Fly-tip¬ 
ping must be stopped - it is totally unacceptable. 

“It blights the countryside and is extremely 
unpleasant, especially if it contains any biologi¬ 
cal waste.” 

Kent Green Party believes local authorities are 
not doing enough to encourage good recycling 
and waste habits. 

Me Dawe said: “Fly-tipping is inexcusable but 
a lot of the waste should be collected from the 
doorsteps. 

“Kent district councils offer slightly different 
recycling and reuse services. They could do more 
to help, such as by having common systems for 
households and small businesses. 

“Not all councils are collecting glass, plastics or 
things such as batteries. These can all be collect¬ 
ed better.” 

A scheme to reduce the amount of construction 
waste should be introduced according to Mr 
Dawe, which would then help reduce by up to 30 
per cent the rubbish that ends up blighting the 
countryside. 

“Certain types of building waste can be 
reused,” he said. “We could use a scheme such 


the Danish system where it is put back into the 
building stream, reducing the waste produced by 
20 to 30 per cent.” 

Yourmedwa/s fly-tipping campaign comes 
after the Environment Agency reported more 
than 100 “big” incidents and 575 “nasty” inci¬ 
dents of illegal dumping in Medway. 

This also follows the case of 54-year-old Kevin 
Harrington, who was ordered to pay more than 
£10,000 after a blaze at a suspected fly-tipping 
site. 

Medway Council’s enforcement boss Cllr 
Rehman Chishti said: “Fly-tipping can present a 
hazard to the public, it can pollute the land and 
it looks unsightly. 

“It is a commercial crime to allow illegal busi¬ 


nesses to make large sums of money at the 
expense of the community. 

“Medway Council will not tolerate fly-tipping 
and this case highlights just how seriously we 
take the matter.” 

In response to the Environment Agency statis¬ 
tics, Gillingham and Rainham MP Paul Clark 
said: “This is disgraceful. We have given local 
authorities the powers to deal with fly-tipping 
and Medway Council is failing to curb it.”

the frontline services Medway 
Council provides for its residents 
are not affected. 

“We continue to have the lowest 
council tax bill in the whole of Kent 
and one that is lower than most 
other councils countrywide. 

“And, through careful planning 
and cautious budgeting, we are 
able to continue targeting spend¬ 
ing on better roads, services 
for vulnerable people, the regen¬ 
eration of Medway and providing 
quality services for younger 
people.” 

Cllr Jarrett hit out at the 
Government’s formula grant 
scheme and increased demands to 
find efficiencies, saying they 
opened up an £8m funding gap in 
November’s draft budget. 

As a result there will be “some 
pain”, with 50-60 posts being 
scrapped and a potential freeze of 
council workers’ pay awards. 

The finance chief said: “We as a 
council provide a huge range of 
vital services for our residents. 

“These include schools, social 
services, waste collection, housing 
and roads, as well as the regenera¬ 
tion of our area. 

“But when it comes to organising 
our budget for the next financial 
year we are always expected to do 
this with much less money than 
other, similar sized councils.” 


A HOMEOWNER has been ordered 
to pay more than £10,000 after a 
long-running planning dispute with 
Medway Council ended up in the 
courts. 

Christopher Spalding was fined 
after his two-storey extension to the 
front of his semi-detached house in 
Limetree Close, Chatham, was found 
to be “significantly different” from the 
plans he submitted. 

The finished works were up to 
50cm higher than approved by coun¬ 
cil planning chiefs. The roof had also 
not been constructed as set out in the 
agreed proposals. 

Despite repeated requests by coun¬ 
cil bosses, Spalding failed to remove 
the oversized extension, and was 
charged with breaching the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1990. 

The 45-year-old was found guilty at 
a hearing at Medway Magistrates’ 
Court on January 19 and sentenced 
on February 15. 

Spalding, who failed to appear at 
the sentencing, was fined £10,000 
and ordered to pay costs of £350. 

Medway Council’s strategic devel¬ 
opment boss, Cllr Jane Chitty, said: 
“The extension this homeowner built 
clearly went above and beyond the 
planning permission he was granted. 


“Our planners carefully consider 
each application to make sure it is in¬ 
keeping with the area where the pro¬ 
posal will be built, that it does not 
cause unnecessary issues with neigh¬ 
bours and that it is safe. 

“Planning law can be complicated 
and I would ask anybody who is con¬ 
sidering doing any kind of building 
work to get in touch with our plan¬ 
ning officers who will guide you 
through what is and what is not pos¬ 
sible. 

“Clearly Mr Spalding failed to work 
with our officers and was in breach of 
planning laws. Due to this disregard 
for the law he has now been given a 
hefty fine.” 

Spalding was granted permission 
for a two-storey extension to the prop¬ 
erty in 2002. It soon became clear he 
was building an extension that was 
higher than it should be at his mod¬ 
em semi-detached home. 

After a complaint, Medway 
Council’s planning department 
served Spalding with an enforcement 
notice requiring him stop the unau¬ 
thorised work and remove it. 

Spalding appealed the notice and 
continued building the extension, but 
a planning inspector dismissed the 
appeal in May, 2008.

Bus driver sped 
up after hitting 
man, court told

A MAN died underneath a bus 
after he tried to complain to the 
driver about his damaged truck. 

Witnesses today told Maidstone Crown 
Court how 30-year-old Martin Barlow was 
run over outside his home in Catherine 
Street, Rochester, at just after 9pm on April 3 
last year. 

Driver Christopher Eggleton, 45, of Dales 
Street, Chatham, is in court facing charges of 
manslaughter and causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving charges which he denies. But the 
driver has admitted causing death by care¬ 
less driving. 

Mr Barlow died as result of extensive frac¬ 
tures to his skull and spine. Tests revealed 
the builder was three times over the drink 
drive limit but witnesses said he wasn’t 
drunk. 

Witness Lewis Bennett, 16, was walking 
down Catherine Street when he saw Mr 
Barlow in the middle of the road banging his 
hands on the front window of the bus. 

Mr Bennett told the court he had spoken to 
Mr Barlow about half an hour early. He said 
he was waiting for a bus so he could stop it 
and would the teenager help him. 

Mr Bennett said: “He put his hands to stop 
the vehicle and it kept coming. He was 
sucked underneath it and dragged along. 

“There were lots of people screaming and 
crying and being sick. It was horrible to see a 
man get killed like that. 

“As I went towards the bus I heard shout¬ 


ing. As he was being dragged along the road 
his trainers came off. His body came out from 
the bus opposite Jasper Avenue. The bus 
kept going towards Warren Wood.” 

Earlier neighbour Maureen Emperor told 
the jury that she had talked to Mr Barlow 
who was angry about the damage to his 
Mitsibushi Trojan pick-up truck. 

“He said: ‘I’m going to stop the next bus and 
take away the keys.’ When I asked if he had 
taken the matter up with Arriva Buses he 
said they didn’t want to know.” 

Mrs Emperor heard the single-decker bus 
coming and saw Mr Barlow running along¬ 
side it shouting at the driver. 

She said: “He started banging on the bus 
windscreen. The bus didn’t stop, it just drove 
on. Seconds later I saw him go under the bus 
- he just disappeared. 

“Then the bus just tore up the road. The 
driver just put his foot down.” 

Neighbour Abigail Mack said: “Martin was 
really pissed off about the damage to his 
truck. He was determined to get it sorted.” 

The English teacher and mum of one 
feared the worst when he disappeared. 

Further up the road she saw one of his 
trainers and a trail of blood. 

She said: “There was a black mark where 
his trainer was scraped along the road. I saw 
him banging on the window to say ‘Stop! 
Stop!’ The bus slowed but kept going.” 

Mrs Mack said he stumbled and disap¬ 
peared under the wheels. 

She said: “It took me a while to realise 
what had happened. We ran up the road 
after the bus but it went extremely fast.” 

The case continues. 


Gills boss Scally could lose licence 


MAGISTRATES will decide 
whether Gillingham FC 
owner Paul Scally should be 
banned from driving at a hear¬ 
ing on Friday. 

Mr Scally was supposed to 
appear at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court today after 
being found guilty in his 
absence of using a mobile 
phone while at the wheel of 
his car in Dover Docks. 

A court last month ordered 
three penalty points on his 
licence, which would take him 


over the threshold of an auto¬ 
matic six-month ban as he 
already has nine points. 

A lawyer representing Mr 
Scally asked for an adjourn¬ 
ment so he could appeal 
against the finding of guilt on 
a previous offence. 

He said Mr Scally was on 
business in Dubai, where he 
now lives. 

The bench said it would 
impose a ban in his absence if 
the Gills chairman failed to 
turn up on Friday. 




Dad's picture anger 


A FATHER was banned from taking pictures 
of his own son in a shopping centre due to 
fears that he could be a paedophile. 

The BBC reported that Kevin Geraghty- 
Shewan, from Gillingham, was challenged by 
security guards at a Sunderland mall after 
photographing his son, Ben, on a children’s 
train ride at the Bridges shopping centre. 

The Balmoral Road resident was told he 
could not prove the four-year-old was his son 
and was later questioned by a police officer. 

Mr Geraghty-Shewan, 48, told the BBC, : 
“Five or 10 minutes later a police officer 
asked for my name and address. 

“I raised my voice, as I was getting a little 
annoyed by this stage, and he threatened to 
arrest me for breach of the peace. 

“Surely these people should be able to tell 
the difference between the two situations - 
common sense was missing from the start.” 

The Bridges shopping centre apologised. 


Yob gangs to be moved on 

A DISPERSAL zone is being introduced in 
Lordswood, giving police the power to move 
on groups of yobs. 

The zone has been set up after residents 
raised concerns about groups of troublesome 
teens causing anti-social behaviour in the 
area. 

Chief Inspector Mark Arnold said: “We will 
move groups on if we believe that they have 
been or are likely to cause anti-social behav¬ 
iour. ‘We can also ensure that they do not 
return for anything up to 24 hours.” 

The zone, which came into operation on 
Monday, will run until August 31. 

Most happy in Medway 

THREE quarters of Medway residents are 
satisfied with living in the area, a survey has 
found. 

The poll found 75 per cent of those who call 
the towns home are satisfied with Medway 
and the services available to them. 

Council leader Rodney Chambers said: 
“The initial findings of our latest residents’ 
opinion poll shows some positive results and 
indicates areas where we are doing well.” 

Early data from the independent poll 
shows that 13 per cent of residents are not 
satisfied with the area.

Rory Harrison, 20, and a 17-year-old, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, for arrest¬ 
ed in Balmoral Road, Gillingham, on Tuesday, 
February 16. 

The pair, from Peckham, were originally 
detained after failing to stop their car for 
police. They were both charged with intent to 
supply class A drugs. 

Harrison is also charged with dangerous 
driving and failing to stop. Both have been 
released on bail until Friday, April 16. 

They have been ordered to remain at their 
home addresses between 9pm and 7am daily 
and not to enter the county unless to attend 
court. 


CHARLES Dickens’ summer 
chalet is in danger of falling down, 
unless £100,000 is raised quickly. 

The Swiss chalet, which stands in the 
grounds of Eastgate House in Rochester, is 
rapidly falling into disrepair. 

Dickens fans fear the wooden building - in 
which the writer penned literary master¬ 
pieces such as A Tale of Two Cities, Great 
Expectations and the unfinished Mystery of 
Edwin Drood - will soon be damaged irre¬ 
versibly and have set up a restoration fund. 

John Knott, from the Rochester and 
Chatham branch of the Dickens Fellowship, 
said: “The ravages of time and weather have 
had a dramatic effect. The chalet is in need of 
urgent restoration costing well over 
£100,000. It is of great historical importance 
and has been a major tourist attraction for 
years. It would a tragedy to lose it. There are 
so many good reasons to save it.” 

The small chalet previously stood in the 
grounds of Gad’s Hill, Higham, where 
Dickens once lived. 

It was a present to the writer from the 
French actor Charles Fechter and arrived on 
Christmas Eve 1864 at Higham railway sta¬ 
tion, packed in 58 boxes. They contained 94 
pieces which fitted together like a giant jig¬ 
saw. The building was put up at Gad’s Hill by 


the Dickens family, with the assistance of the 
Lyceum Theatre’s French carpenter M 
Gudin, during the Christmas holiday. 

Dickens wrote about his present: “It will 
really be a very pretty thing, and in the sum¬ 
mer (supposing it not to be blown away in the 
spring), the upper room will make a charm¬ 
ing study. It is much higher than we sup¬ 
posed.” 

It was moved to Rochester when Gad’s Hill 
was turned into a private school. Mr Knott 
said he hoped the chalet could be saved. 

“All proceeds from our bicentenary celebra¬ 
tions will go to the restoration fund, but this 
unfortunately will still leave us with a con¬ 
siderable shortfall,” he said. 

“We are therefore appealing to everyone for 
financial assistance to help save this most 
important and fragile item of such great 
importance to all Dickensians. 

“It is hoped the restoration of the chalet 
will be completed in time for the bicentenary 
celebrations.” 

Charles Dickens was bom in Portsmouth 
in February, 1812. He moved to Chatham as 
a boy when his father began working as a 
navy pay officer in Chatham Dockyard.

COUNCIL chiefs in Medway have 
met with Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson’s second in command to 
hand over an anti-airport dossier. 

The cross-party delegation, led by council 
leader Cllr Rodney Chambers, gave the folder to 
Kit Malthouse at the Mayoral head offices before 
demanding that the Thames Estuary airport 
plans be grounded. 

The damning dossier featured a poster show¬ 
ing what Medway Council, KCC, the RSPB and 
thousands of residents think of the proposals - 
pie in the sky. 

The council-led coalition fear the planned air¬ 
port - dubbed Boris Island - would devastate 
the environment in and around north Kent and 
turn large sections of our rural county into a con¬ 
crete jungle. 

Cllr Chambers said: “I have continuously said 
that the Mayor of London’s estuary airport plans 
are pie in the sky. 

“Now I would urge people to print this poster 
off from the campaign website and put it up in 
their house, local pub, coffee shop or even place 
of work to show that they echo these views. 

“We went to see deputy mayor Kit Malthouse 
and told him residents in Kent and Medway do 
not want this airport.

“We also gave him our report, which is backed 
by all of Medway’s councillors, and ask him to 
make sure Doug Oakervee [the engineer behind 
the airport scheme] gets a copy before he 


addresses the London Assembly on March 11.” 

Medway Labour group leader Cllr Paul 
Godwin said: “Boris Johnson has gone on record 
stating he feels an airport in our estuary would 
be the solution to planes from Heathrow rattling 
his living room windows. 

“If he feels the pollution, increased traffic, 
noise and poor quality of life for residents are 
reasons not to have a third runway, then how 
can he support dumping an entire new airport 
on the residents of North Kent, just to solve his 
problems?” 

Medway Liberal Democrat leader Cllr 
Maureen Ruparel also called for the airport 
plans to be scrapped. 

“The South East of England is already over¬ 
crowded with insufficient infrastructure to sup¬ 
port the amount of housing being forced onto it 
by successive governments,” she said. 

“It simply doesn’t make sense to add one more 
airport with all the additional roads, premises 
for support businesses, additional housing and 
storage facilities.” 

The leader of the council’s newly-founded 
Independent group, Cllr Tony Goulden, said: “It 
is difficult to understand Boris’s obsession with 
this monstrous pile of sand, cement and tarmac 
that he wants to dump off the shore of 
Whitstable. 

“Someone needs to tell Boris that he is only the 
Mayor of London - not the Lord of Kent.”

What is sound-sculpture and how did you get into it? 


the quality of its tone and the process of pro¬ 
gramming it, which is a fairly slow but satisfy¬ 
ing experience, leading to a performance 
which usually sends visitors into raptures. 

Its universal appeal and effectiveness in per¬ 
formance with other musicians are the most 
inspiring aspects. 


Sound-sculpture can take a variety of 
I forms, but in my work they are usually 
kinetic structures which produce sounds or 
music by visible mechanical means, often with 
an element of interactivity. 

I began experimenting with sound at an 
early age, building electronic and mechanical 
equipment for generating and modifying 
sounds, later progressing to tape-manipula¬ 
tion and composing. Sound-sculpture was a 
natural progression. 

Q What's the most inspiring piece of work you've under¬ 
taken and why? 

A The work I’ve found most inspiring to date 
is my current commission from the English 
Folk Dance and Song Society, the 
Sharpsichord. 

It’s a harp which allows anyone to pro¬ 
gramme its mechanical memory to play what¬ 
ever tune they want, by positioning pins in a 
cylinder, which is turned to play the music. 

Building it was the least inspiring bit - a 
slow, tedious, endless grind. What’s inspiring is

A My parents were classically trained musi¬ 
cians. I was trained on the cello, my sister 
Barbara on piano. I learnt to play the piano by 
ear and arranged Beatles songs as duets with 
her.

My parents played in a wind quintet which 
rehearsed in our sitting room - though musi¬ 
cal humour such as Gerard Hoffnung and 
Flanders and Swann were also a big influence.

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'I worked to help police, 
then they degraded me'

A FORMER diversity advisor to 
Kent Police who says he was 
stopped and strip searched just 
because he was black has spoken 
out about his ordeal. 

Alioune Haynes was so furious with his treat¬ 
ment at the hands of police officers that he 
moved from Gillingham to Canada. 

Now the Kent Constabulary has been forced 
to make an apology for the way he was stopped, 
arrested, handcuffed, and strip-searched out¬ 
side a nightclub. 

Mr Haynes was also handed £8,500 in com¬ 
pensation in an out-of-court settlement for the 
incident in 2006. 

And a senior officer has admitted in a letter 
the treatment was “unjustified”. 

Ironically, just a month before the arrest, Mr 
Haynes had given one of several diversity talks 
to Kent officers about the way some of them 
were handling black people in the county. 

And an off-duty black police officer, who was 
a friend of Mr Haynes, was also strip-searched 
after visiting the nightclub on March 25. 

The officer filed an official report about the 
incident and two officers were due to appear 
before a disciplinary panel in June, 2008, but 
that was halted for legal reasons. 


From his home in Canada, 

Mr Haynes told Yourmedway: 

“To constantly be stopped and 
searched, accused of stealing 
your own car, watching and 
hearing about it happening to 
friends, family and members 
of the community over a peri¬ 
od of years is a horrible thing. 

“To try to get into dialogue 
with the perpetrators, to try 
to make a difference, and to, 
on the one hand be congratu¬ 
lated by the same people, and 
on the other walk back out 
into the street and to be seen 
as that ‘black b******d’ or 
whatever else they choose to 
refer to you as or treat you 
like is hard. 

“To watch a black police officer humiliated in 
public through no fault of his own, is a difficult 
thing to deal with. To find out what later hap¬ 
pened to him behind closed doors is worse 

“To actually be assaulted and strip searched 
without a cause other than knowing and stand¬ 
ing up for your rights, and the colour of your 
skin, is a degrading experience. 

Mr Haynes said he has not found Canadian 
police to be so biased. 

The 31-year-old, added: “The police out here 
don’t seem to have the same issues, not from 
what I’ve seen so far. 


“There are stories, but there 
are also laws that have to be 
obeyed. The police can be 
sued and so I think that helps 
why they don’t over do it. 

“I’ve never been stopped by 
a cop out here.” 

In his letter to Mr Haynes, 
Kent Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “We sincerely regret the 
physical and emotional 
injury caused to you during 
the arrest and subsequent 
strip search on March 25, 
2006, and acknowledge that 
our actions were unjustified. 

“Please accept our sincer- 
est apologies in relation to 
these events and we trust that you can now put 
the matter behind you.” 

A spokesman for Kent Police added: ‘We have 
investigated the claims made by Mr Haynes 
and have accepted that in some areas the treat¬ 
ment he received was not appropriate. 

“As a force we are always keen to improve the 
service we provide to the people of Kent, and 
Mr Haynes has taken part in a number of 
training sessions for our officers to make them 
better prepared for situations they may face. 

‘We will continue to work with all communi¬ 
ties to help provide advice and training for staff 
around the issues he has raised.”

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Japanese stage 
homage to the 
English samurai

AN EPIC three-hour theatre pro¬ 
duction on the life of Gillingham 
man Will Adams becoming the 
first Englishman to land in Japan 
could take to a Kent stage. 

The world premiere of the show took place 
in Japan and was attended by Medway coun¬ 
cillor Sue Haydock, who has become the hon¬ 
orary mayor of Yokosuka, which is twinned 
with Gillingham. 

Adams was bom in Gillingham in 1564 and 
became a sailor. His father died when he was 
12 and he spent the following 12 years as an 
apprentice learning shipbuilding, navigation 
and astronomy, before joining the navy serv¬ 
ing under Sir Francis Drake. 

He also spent two years in the Arctic 
searching for a Northeast Passage along the 
coast of Siberia to the Far East. 

But his fame began in April, 1600, when 
after 19 months at sea during which several 
of his fleet of five ships were lost or forced to 
turn back, he arrived in Japan. 

Pirates 

He was on board the Liefde, a Dutch trad¬ 
ing ship with just 20 men left out of the 100 
or so that started, and most of those were sick 
or dying. The ship anchored off the island of 
Kyushu and on April 19 the strongest nine 
men helped land the ship at Usuki. 

Portuguese Jesuit priests told local officials 
Adams and his crew were pirates and should 
be executed. But Ieyasu Tokugawa talked 
with Adams and was impressed with his 
knowledge and they became friends. 
Tokugawa later became shogun, or military 
commander. 

Adams went on to help design and build 
ships in Ito for the Japanese based on 
Western technology. Although now seen as an 
ally, Adams was not allowed to leave Japan 
until 1613. He became a diplomat, trade 
adviser, official translator to the shogun and 
was also given the name Miura Anjin, becom¬ 
ing a samurai - a huge honour. 

The honours and responsibilities continued 
to grow as Adams formed trade alliances 
around the world. He died in Nagasaki in

1620, aged 55 and his grave is still marked. A 
monument was also later created in Medway. 

He had a wife and family in England, 
though saw little of them, and they received 
some of his inheritance. An annual festival 
has been held in Gillingham since 2000, and 
other festivities are held in Japan. 

The show was performed at the Galaxy 
Theatre in Tokyo and was a joint venture 
between the Royal Shakespeare Company 
and Horipro of Japan. It played to packed 
houses for a month until mid-January. 

Adams was played by Owen Teale, a 
Shakespearian actor who has performed in 
Macbeth, Julius Caesar, Henry IV and King 
Lear. On TV he has been seen in Spooks, 
Ballykissangel, Murphy’s Law, and 
Torchwood. 

He said: ‘Will Adams is a moving and fasci¬ 
nating part, and physically demanding. 

We did a lot of research in Japan, visiting 
places associated with Adams. I could not 
grow a beard, as in the second half I become 
a samurai and have to be clean-shaven.” 

Shogun Ieyasu Tokugawa was played by 
Masachika Ichimura, with Tatsuya Fujiwara 
playing the part of Dominic, a Jesuit priest. 
Both are major actors in Japan. 

Cllr Haydock said: “The production lasted 
three hours 20 minutes and was action 
packed and beautifully costumed. I really 
hope it will be brought to the UK. I would love 
to see it at the Central Theatre in Medway. 

“While I was in Japan, I took the opportuni¬ 
ty to promote the attractions of Medway 
including, of course, St Mary Magdalene 
Church in Gillingham, where Adams was 
baptised.

The Greek financial crisis could be good news for British sunseekers, says Gary Wright 



THE thing Fve resented most about the 
credit crunch has been how expensive 
it’s become to go abroad. 

But that’s about to change. As the banking crisis led 
to global recession, I watched the value of my holiday 
pound slump. 

This was in large part due to our Government’s 
solution to the problem, quantative easing, or print¬ 
ing money as most African dictators would know it. 

A cheap pound makes our products more saleable 
abroad, unfortunately we don’t produce much and 
our one big skill - financial services - is no longer in 
such great demand. 

And weren’t our chums across the Channel happy? 
The Germans, Belgians and French quickly realised 
Angleterre was the place for a bargain. 

They came across, shopping for clothes and shoes, 
then wondered why we weren’t visiting Calais quite 
so often any more. 

Well you wouldn’t, would you? Tesco wine is cheap¬ 
er over here and I’m not comfortable paying eight 
quid for a bit of cheese made from sheep milk. 

Anyway, the annual Wright family excursion has 
been a little squeezed in the past couple of years 
because of GB Ltd’s financial mess. 

Portugal and Mallorca, turned out to be a bit pricey 
last year, and even Turkey the previous year admit¬ 
ted prices were up and Brits weren’t spending as 
much. No wonder. 


I can get a fried breakfast cheaper in a transport 
cafe here than I could in sunny Marmaris. And that’s 
not the way it should be. Because the idea of a holi¬ 
day abroad is that it’s so cheap you can come home 
and tell everyone how four of you ate out, drank gal¬ 
lons of the local booze, took a taxi back and still had 
so many pesetas/drachmas/lire left out of a tenner.

Merkel and Sarkozy, along with the IMF, have 
given George a bit of a kicking, demanded he cut bor¬ 
rowing and spending, otherwise the country’s inter¬ 
national credit rating will resemble Zimbabwe’s.

Lower rents to avoid 
a double-dip slump 

Kent Green Party is urging owners 
of commercial premises to lower 
rents to attract tenants. With all 
town centres in Medway having 
vacancies, one way a double-dip 
recession may be avoided is to create 
opportunities using empty shops. 

A major barrier to the use of 
these properties is the level of rent 
expected by owners. Would it not be 
better to have some income and 
keep properties in better repair 
through use rather than have an 
empty shop and no income? The 
combined initiative of Kent’s local 
councils, the No Use Empty cam¬ 
paign has made some steps towards 
putting properties into use. 

But the process could be speeded 
up if commercial landlords were 
willing to reduce rents. There is 
considerable scope for regeneration 
of urban centres based on refur¬ 
bishment rather than new-build if 


the roughly 22,000 empty homes 
across Kent and Medway are put 
back into use too. Town centre 
shops need customers. Town centre 
residents make good customers. 

If these efforts are made in com¬ 
bination with raising energy effi¬ 
ciency and the use of solar energy, 
businesses could also have lower 
energy costs in the future. Green 
Party research indicates that a 
Green New Deal package could cre¬ 
ate one million sustainable jobs. 
Making full use of existing build¬ 
ings is a key part of this.

Sorry Gordon, but

THIS summer - the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of the Battle of Britain - will 
see a gathering of veterans at the 
official memorial to the heroes of 
the RAF. 

On Sunday, July 11, former airmen will 
parade before Prince Michael of Kent at 
Capel-le-Ferne, while Spitfire and Hurricane 
fighters and a Lancaster bomber roar over¬ 
head. 


The public is invited to attend what is sure 
to be a special day at the memorial, which 
includes a wall inscribed with the names of 
men who lost their lives, a sculpture of a pilot 
gazing out to sea and replica Hurricane and 
Spitfire fighter planes. 

Cadets from all three branches of the armed 
services will attend, along with the band of the 
RAF. Standards from RAF squadrons will also 
be paraded on the day. 

A spokesman said: “It’s sure to be a great 
day. But as well as veterans, dignitaries and 
cadets, the public are also invited along and 
pay their respects.” 

The Battle of Britain took place in the sum-

mer of 1940 after Hitler’s Nazi forces had 
taken control of France and the Low 
Countries. 

As a prelude to a planned invasion of 
Britain, the Luftwaffe was ordered to destroy 
the Royal Air Force which it greatly outnum¬ 
bered. Raids lasted until the autumn as 
Fighter Command fended off waves of 
German bombers and tangled with their 
escorting ME 109 and ME 110 fighters. 

Eventually the raids stopped and the threat 
of invasion was lifted - giving rise to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s famous tribute: 
“Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few”.

JUST how much do parents really 
know about their children’s lives? 

Everybody’s Fine, a remake of an Italian 
film, suggests not as much as they think. 

The film sees Oscar-winner Robert De Niro 
playing Frank Goode, a widower who 
has spent his life working in a wire factory, 
earning money to support his family. 

When he retires, he realises he hasn’t spent 
enough time with his children and sets off 
on a road trip across the US to surprise each 
of them. 

He expects to find them living the successful 
lives his wife had always told him about, but 
the reality is very different. 

As a father-of-four sons and one adopted 
daughter, 66-year-old De Niro knew only 
too well how complicated family relationships 
can be and it was this that appealed about 
the film. 

“I can identify with this stuff, to say the 
least. I can understand what Frank is going 
through with his kids and that’s what was so 
interesting to me,” he says, in his unmistake- 
able drawl. 

“I have five kids and two grandchildren, so I 
could easily draw on [my own experience] 
when it was applicable to this film.” 

He’s not afraid of how his children will 
respond to the film - and whether they’ll see 
their dad in the character of Frank. 

“I think they’ll see it eventually... God knows 
what they’ll say,” he smiles, eyes twinkling. 

Such is De Niro’s pulling power as an actor, 
that Drew Barrymore, Kate Beckinsale and 
Sam Rockwell lined up to play his on-screen 
children, Rosie, Amy and Robert, and they 
worked hard to recreate a family. 

“I hate those fake Hollywood families where 
people do one read-through and suddenly 
they’re a family,” says Barrymore, 34, whose 
character is “a dancer” in Las Vegas. 

“This was different because we spent a lot of 
time together so the tactile feeling of affection 
would come across between us. 


“With Robert De Niro, I felt I couldn’t just 
call him ‘Bob’, so I started calling him ‘Daddy 
D’. I wanted to get to know him well enough so 
that those emotions would happen naturally 
on screen.” 

Beckinsale said: “I think we all felt very con¬ 
nected and cobbled together, like a real family. 
Everyone was full of emotions about the story. 

“We might not have had the same experi¬ 
ences as our characters, but the themes of 
secrets in families, trying to protect your par¬ 


ents and the relationships between siblings 
was something each of us could relate to. 

“It was especially personal to Bob and that 
sort of filtered down to each of us.” 

Everybody’s Fine was written and directed 
by Nanny McPhee’s Kirk Jones and based on 
the Italian film Stanno Tutti Bene by Oscar- 
winning director Giuseppe Tomatore, itself a 
follow-up to his classic Cinema Paradiso. 

“I was very aware of how universal family is 
as a theme, possibly second only to the theme

of love, which half the films we watch are 
about,” says Jones, who lives in Bristol. 

He admits he didn’t have a plan B if De Niro 
had turned down the role of Frank. 

“There wasn’t really a back-up plan. I just 
knew he was right. After meeting him in New 
York I knew he was absolutely perfect for the 
role. It was just a matter of waiting for him to 
realise he was perfect for the role.” 

De Niro didn’t let him down.

Country star Cariene 
goes back to her roots 


Top American country singer songwriter and 
step-daughter of the legendary Johnny Cash 
plays this month's Maverick Live programme

FEW musicians can boast a more 
impressive country music her¬ 
itage than Cariene Carter. 

As the step-daughter of the legendary 
Johnny Cash and daughter of June Carter 
Cash, she has a tremendous family history in 
the business. Thanks to Maverick Live, 
Carter tops the list of major country acts vis¬ 
iting Maidstone this year. 

Her father, Carl Smith, was responsible 
for many hits in the 1950s and Carter has 
drawn on her rich heritage during her high¬ 
ly successful career. In the 1970s she joined 
the Johnny Cash Roadshow as one of the 
Carter Sisters, but her career was to take 
some unexpected directions as she explored 
her musical potential. 

At the age of just 22, the mother-of-two left 
Nashville to launch a solo career in England 
where she established herself as a country 
rocker with punk influences. Not only did 
Carter work with top musicians such as Dave 
Edmunds, Paul Carrack - who left Squeeze 
to join her band - Brinsley Schwartz and 
Graham Parker’s Rumour, she also appeared 
in the West End musical, Pump Boys and 
Dinettes. The move also led to romance and 
Carter married English singer-songwriter, 
Nick Lowe. Carter was well-known for her 
good looks and onstage patter that was some¬ 
times a little risque. 


After releasing five successful albums in 
the UK, Carter returned to Nashville and her 
country roots in the late 80s, where she 
enjoyed a string of hit songs such as I Fell in 
Love, The Sweetest Thing and Come On 
Back. With the album I Fell in Love, she 
earned accolades from Timr, People and 
Stereo Review magazines, all of whom named 
it as one of the year’s top-ten country albums. 

Carter persuaded her dad to come out of 
retirement and join her on a duet for the 
album Little Acts of Treason. They sang a 
version of his hit song Loose Talk, which had 
hit the number-one spot in the year Carter 
was bom. 

Following a number of television specials, 
in which she was joined by family members 
and fellow musicians, Carter embarked on a 
major tour of 33 cities in 1996 with Lorrie 
Morgan and Pam Tillis. 

The release of the album Hindsight 20/20 
marked the beginning of a quiet period, but 
Carter overcame personal difficulties and 
tragedies to work on various projects at the 
start of the decade. In 2005, she played the 
role of her mother in a stage musical about 
June’s early years with Mother Maybelle and 
the Carter Sisters. 


Although Carter has explored different 
avenues during her career, she has returned 
to her roots with her latest album, Stronger. 
Following in the footsteps of her mother and 
grandmother, Maybelle Carter, she plays the 
autoharp and has written acoustic songs that 
really connect with her musical heritage. 

The Carter Family were a phenomenally 
successful group that became the biggest sell¬ 
ing recording act in the US from 1927 to 
1935. Their success even outstripped Bing 
Crosby and the group continued in various 
formats for many years, with Carter joining 
her mother June and aunts Helen and Anita 
as the Carter Family in 1987. 

The love story between June Carter and 
Johnny Cash was the subject of the 
Hollywood film, Walk the Line, starring 
Joaquin Phoenix and Reese Witherspoon, 
who won an Oscar and a BAFTA for her 
portrayal of June.

OUR small cruise ship 
nosed into a deserted bay on 
the wooded island of Brae in 
the Adriatic, and we slipped 
over the side to swim in the 
crystal-clear waters. 

It was the perfect way to cool off at 
the end of a day that had seen us 
explore Croatia’s second city of 
Split, with its well-preserved Greek 
and Roman mins. 

After our refreshing swim in the 
bay at Brae we clambered back 
aboard the Emanuel, a compact, 
vintage-style cruise ship which 
offers seven-day tours of Croatia’s 
coast and islands this summer. 

We moored in Bol on Brae, an old 
fishing port enjoying something of a 
boom as a resort. 

Along the quayside, the local win¬ 
ery produces the local Bolski Plavac, 
a red wine made from local black 
grapes, and where you can enjoy 
tastings. 

About 15 minutes’ walk from the 
harbour is the beach of Zlatni Rat, or 
Golden Horn, a spectacular mini¬ 
peninsular of clean white pebbles 
stretching out to sea that has been 
acclaimed as among the world’s top 
ten beaches. 

We had spent our first night on 
board Emanuel moored in the medi¬ 
aeval walled city of Trogir, an easy 
drive from Split Airport. The next 
morning, we headed north by road 
along the Dalmatian coast. 

Fishing ports with their red-roofed 
houses dot the coastline, including 
the picturesque Primostan, a small 
village with narrow, winding streets 
set on a hilly peninsula. 

We paused in Sibenik, the most- 
fortified town in the Adriatic and 
one-time seat of the Croatian kings, 


to admire the magnificent 15th cen¬ 
tury St Jakob’s Cathedral, which 
took 105 years to build with stone 
from Brae. 

Further north is Zadar, an ancient 
and imposing town surrounded 
almost entirely by water and where 
film director Alfred Hitchcock, on a 
visit in the 1960s, pronounced its 
sunsets as the most beautiful he had 
seen in the world. 

To the south is the 36-mile long 
Makarska Riviera, above which tow¬ 
ers the 5,780-foot Mount Biokovo, a 
seemingly inaccessible mass of rock. 

No-one should miss the historic 
walled city of Dubrovnik, dubbed 
the ‘pearl of the Adriatic’ by George 


Bernard Shaw and rebuilt after 
the pounding it took from the 
Yugoslav Army and Serb rebels in 
the early 1990s. 

When crowds from visiting cruise 
ships dispersed by mid-afternoon, 
we took the mile-and-a-half walk 
around the massive city walls, 10 to 
20foot thick walls, looking down on 
the red roofs of restored buildings 
and the streets below. 

Croatia has so much to offer visi¬ 
tors: magnificent buildings, a huge 
choice of watersports, miles of 
good walking, great beaches. With 
an expert guide to point the way, 
its history and heritage is utterly 
absorbing.

It’s still a magnet 
for ‘Postman Pat’jibes, but buyers can be more 
smug this time around.

for a bigger cabin, taking five adults in comfort 
with three proper seats and acres of space in 
the back. Back seats fold in one movement for 
a completely flat cargo area. 

Mid-range Expression trim (as tested) 
brings overhead lockers and shelving, folding 
tables on front seatbacks, multi-position par¬ 
cel shelf and folding front passenger seat. 

However, the dashboard betrays van origins; 
it works well enough, but you are faced by a 
grim acreage of plastic though the situation is 
rescued partly by the glassy airiness and 
pleasant driving manners of the Kangoo. 

Two 1.6-litre petrol options are available, but 
the 1.5dCi diesel is the big draw. I like this 
engine’s flexibility and Renault underlines the 
point by offering three outputs: 68PS (67bhp), 
86PS (85bhp) and 106PS (104bhp). 

The first two have less than 140g/km of C02 
emissions, so they qualify for Renault’s eco2 
‘green label’ though still attracting £120/year 
in road tax and £110 after 1 April. 

The 86PS unit fitted to the test car proved to 
be about right for the Kangoo, with a good mix 
of economy and power for a vehicle that may be 
worked hard as a family troop carrier or even a 
commercially-operated courtesy vehicle or taxi.

Families help out the 
younger generation 
instead of saving 

PARENTS helping their children get on 
to the property ladder is the main reason 
behind the growing property market in 
the past ten months. 

According to one investment advisor, 
they realise that putting their money 
into housing is likely to provide a better 
return than keeping it in the bank. 

Stuart Law, chief executive officer at 
property investment advice group 
Assetz said: “Parents are coming to 
the conclusion they should perhaps be 
helping their children with this money, 
rather than seeing it languish in a 
bank account where there’s no interest 
being paid.” 

More products entering the mortgage 
market, including higher loan-to-value 
deals, are also boosting the housing mar¬ 
ket, Mr Law continued. He predicted five 
per cent growth for the property market 
this year, adding that it is dealing with 
the risks still present. 

Figures from the National Association 
of Estate Agents revealed that the 
percentage of sales made to first-time 
buyers increased from 19 per cent in 
December 2009 to 23 per cent last 
month.

RESEARCH by The Co-operative Bank 
Mortgages has discovered that 62 per 
cent of the UK’s population hopes to 
become mortgage-free by the time they 
reach the age of 50.

ADAM Miller has his sights on prov¬ 
ing the boo boys wrong and earning 
himself a new Gillingham contract 
after returning from exile to enjoy a 
run back in the first-team. 

The 28-year-old’s time at Gillingham 
appeared to be over in the autumn when, after 
a spell out of the side, he moved on loan to 
Dagenham & Redbridge. While at the League 
Two club he went public to say he felt his time 
at Priestfield was over and wanted to make his 
loan move permanent. 

The transfer never materialised and after a 
poor run of results Gills boss Mark Stimson 
handed the midfielder his chance back in the 
side. Miller is now looking to secure a new 
deal, something he never thought possible a 
couple of months ago. 

“I was on the bench, coming on every now 
and then I wasn’t even on the bench, I was in 
the stands, I wasn’t travelling to away games 
with the squad,” he said. 

“When I did the interview it was how I felt 
at the time and if you asked anyone at the 
time if my time at the club was done, they 
would have said yes. 

“The way I’m looking at it now, I’m playing 
for a contract. I’d love to stay on and do better 
with Gillingham, I’ve never said anything dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Stimson turned to Miller earlier this month 


when the season was at its lowest ebb. The 
Gills boss was facing growing discontent on 
the terraces, which reached its most vociferous 
during a defeat at home to Tranmere Rovers. 

Miller has always divided opinion among fans 
but he felt the full force of their wrath as he was 
brought on as a substitute. But the lowest point 
was not getting booed by thousands of support¬ 
ers. It came in January when it was suggested 
the remaining six months of his contract could 
be settled, allowing him to become a free agent. 

The thought of leaving under a cloud did not 
appeal. He said: “I didn’t want to be paid as a 
professional footballer to sit in the stands 


every Saturday, I want to play and earn my 
money. It was a dent to your pride, I wasn’t 
wanted so it felt like my only option. It’s why I 
pushed it away. 

“Since I’ve come back I’ve felt a total fresh¬ 
ness about it, maybe there was a bit of hostili¬ 
ty there between everyone, ups and downs 
being in and out the team, maybe it was what 
was needed. 

“The gaffer did always say he’d never shut 
the door on me and to be fair he’s stayed true 
to his word. I’m so grateful I want to take it 
with both hands and achieve something by 
staying up in a great league.”

'Break couldn't have
